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RETURN RELATING TO THE REVENUE AND DEBT OF IRELAND. 



Note. 

This Return is prepared, as far as possible, in the terms of the Order. The several 
amounts are taken from the Finance Accounts rendered to Parliament in Irish currency, 
and are here converted into British currency. 

Following former precedents, certain small appropriated funds for local purposes are 
excluded both from the Public Revenue and the Public Expenditure of Ireland. 

It is impossible to state in Column 3, the amount of the Local Public Expenditure of 
Ireland, if the terms of the Order be understood to require the amount actually expended 
in Ireland, as many of the heads of expenditure, especially of Army Expenditure, com- 
prise indiscriminately sums actually expended not only in Ireland, but m England and 
abroad. For the same reason it is also impossible to distinguish the Local Expenditure for 
Ireland from the National Expenditure. The terms of the Order can only be complied 
with, and appear to be best met by stating in Column 3, “ the amount of the Total Public 
“ Expenditure of Ireland, other than for collection of Revenue and charges of Debt, 
“ exclusive of advances for public objects, but including expenditure for National Objects, 
“ out of Gross Revenue.” 

In obedience to the terms of the Order, requiring the Public Expenditure to be stated 
exclusive of advances for public objects, the amounts of the Public Expenditure of Ireland, 
from 1801 to 1816 inclusive, in Columns 2 and 3, are shown, not as actually defrayed in 
each year, but as subsequently settled, under the terms of the Act of Union, by stating 
two-seventeenths of the joint expenditure of the United Kingdom ; the amount of joint 
expenditure actually defrayed in Ireland in the several years from 1801 to 1807 inclusive, 
in excess of her proportion (as shown at page 6 of the Return, No. 474, of Session 1864), 
being in fact advances repayable by Great Britain. The several amounts of the separate 
and joint expenditure of Ireland, from 1801 to 1816, the totals of which are shown in 
Column 3, are stated in distinct columns, at the foot of Column 3. 

Another Column (6) is added to those stated in the Order, showing the total of Columns 
2, 3, 4, and 5. The total Public Expenditure shown in this column will thus agree with 
the sum of the several amounts in Columns 4, 6 and 7, at page 3 of the Return, No. 474 
of Session 1864. 

It should be observed, that in obedience to the terms of the Order, the amount of Gross 
Revenue actually collected duriny each year, as it is shown in the Finance Accounts 
rendered to Parliament, is stated in Column 1, whilst the Deficiency of such Revenue to 
meet the Expenditure is shown in Column 8. But such amount of Revenue is not actually 
applicable to the Expenditure of the year, as it excludes the arrears and balances col- 
lected in former years, and paid into the Exchequer during the year, and so applied ; and 
it includes balances and bills in the hands of collectors and receivers, as well as certain 
arrears of Revenue, charged to the collectors but not actually collected, at the end of the 
year, portions of which balances and arrears were paid into the Exchequer, and made avail 
able for the expenditure of the following year. Such amount of Revenue will therefore 
necessarily differ from the amount of Revenue for the same year, actually applicable to the 
expenditure of the year, as stated in other Revenue Accounts. 

The following amounts of advances for public objects, and of repayments on account of 
such advances, are not deducted from the amounts of Expenditure, as shown in Column 3, 
and of Gross Revenue, in Column 1, for the several years; such amounts of advances 
having been included in the J oint Expenditure of Ireland, and 15-1 7ths having been 
charged against Great Britain, by the several Committees of 1811, 1812, 1813, and 1815. 
These several amounts of advances and of repayments are shown in British currency in the 
Income and Expenditure Accounts of Ireland, appended to the Report on Irish Poor, in ' 
1830; and they are also specified in detail, in Irish currency, in the balance sheets ap- 
pended to the Report of the Irish Taxation Committee, in 1864, pp.- 444-459 ; viz.
